of parks, recreation, civic and 
cultural facilities approxlmat 
ing $25,000,000. This of course 
hinges on cooperation with Los 
Angeles County, the Torrance 
school system, and other gov 
ernmentaj unit* and private in 
terests.

Speed Essential
According to the report, speed 

is of the essence if the plan is 
to be realized. One of the basic 
recommendations is that bonds 
be voted on in the early fall 
and, if successful, work should 
start at once and be completed 
in two years.

A time-table ha* been net 
up as follow*: 1958 —
Landscape and develop all
presently owned park area*; 
a*squire all landn recntnmend­ 
ed starting With the Walteria 
Lake, Xorth Torranoe and the 
Civic Center since coopera­ 
tion of other unit* of govern­ 
ment IB so important and 
time consuming; and land­ 
scape and build faculties on 
those new lands first ac­ 
quired. lftfl»—Complete lands- 
soaping of all newly acquired 
lands; and complete building 
program for all major areas.
Many factors directly influ­ 

ence the $5,000,000 cost figure. 
It can be looked upon as a va­ 
riable figure 'depending upon 
many circumstances. 

Time Factor
One of the factors is timing. 

Unnecessary delays will in­ 
crease both land and building 
costs.

Another is land donation. The 
report suggests that Individuals 
willing to donate plots of land 
to the city for such purposes 
be encouraged to the maximum 
extent. Majiy cities have given 
tax deductions or tax exemp­ 
tions to individuals and estates 
in return for property.

Industry cooperation in an­ 
other factor. Industry occu­ 
pies over one-tliird of the 
present land area and em­ 
ploye* thousand* of people In 
Torranoe. Many indiuttrtaa 
have encouraged sports 
lf>a.g;ura and other programs. 
It is recommended (hat a 
join t fad 11 tiow program be 
tween the City and *ome of 
the larger Industrie* mljrht b« 
p o ft A I b I p t/t develop cer­ 
tain area** now owned by 
the** industries If the Olty 
would provide maintenance 
or supervision.
The report assume* full co­ 

operation also between the 
schools, and the city. This 
means using school grounds for 
general recreational areas rather 
than building duplicate facili­ 
ties.

Walteria Lake
Proper development of the 

Walteria Lake area might ef­ 
fectively reduce the cost of the 
recommended bond program on 
an annual basis by up to 10 per­ 
cent. If a park and flood con­ 
trol facility is established there, 
the assessed valuation of the 
area would be quadrupled, so 
states the report. Such a devel­ 
opment might also account for 
an additional $30,000 to $60,000 
worth of property tax income 
alone as well as building, li­ 
cense fees, sales tax, and other 
revenues.

The report emphatically does 
not recommend "less facilities" 
even though such a plan would 
cut costs. An example is cited 
to illustrate this point: "Open 
aiwimming pools, no swimming 
pools, and smaller or no centers 

obviously cut costs. But 
these two items are the most 
popular with teen-agers (as in­ 
dicated in a survey made at the 
high schools).
